JAPAN, 
TWO MORE FIRES AT YOKOHAMA, 
Our advices from this port are now brought down to the 
15th December. The English }mails of 18th October arrived 
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out on the 4th. By way of San Francisco we received news on 
the 29th ult. of two more fires having taken place, but as no 
details were given we did not deem it worth while to issue an 
extra. 

* The first of these occurred on the 4th Dec., and was con- 
fined to the native town. It originated in a quarter remote 
from the foreign settlement, and there being little wind did not 
spread very rapidly ; still a good many small Japanese houses 
were consumed before it was put out. A small engine belong- 
ing to Mr. Hegt, worked by himself and other Europeans, was 
of great service. 

The next alarm of fire—the third within a fortnight—was on 
the 9th December at 7 o’clock in the avening, when the British 
Hotel, kept by Mr. Moss, burst suddenly into flames, and being 
a wooden building in less than ten minutes the whole range, 
occupying three sides of a square, was as cleanly consumed as if 
it had never been. The flames, however, before the roof fell in 
communicated with the new two-storied wooden house next 
door, just opened as an hotel by Mr. Metzner. The fire speedily 
gained the mastery of the whole building, and although Mr. 
Hegt’s new engine was, as usual, quickly on the spot, no 
water could be procured for a long time, and never a sufficient 
quantity to keep up a constant and effective stream. But there 
were hundreds of willing hands that set to work to save the 
adjoining carpenters’ yard of Messrs. Wilkie and Laufenburg, by 
removing the sheds and timber, Very early there came to the 
scene many French sailors and soldiers of the 9th. On this 
occasion they worked well and without confusion, under the 
directions of their officers, and when the burning frame of the 
house fell down, the chance of the further spreading of the 
conflagration was at an end. The origin of the fire was in the 
overheating of the stove pipe in the diving room of the British 
Hotel. 

On the 30th November an attempt was made by four 
Japanese to set fire to the French hospital annex on the hill— 
beyond the English barracks. They had heaped together a 
quantity of combustible material against it, and were about 
lighting it when discovered by the French marine on duty, who 
gave the alarm, but was not in time to secure them. There 
was a report also of asimilar attempt to fire the English 
barracks, which was happily unsuccessful. 

We have now more detailed accounts of the fire of the 26th 
November, and fuller particulars of the loss resulting from it, 
which will be found embodied under a separate heading. The 
momentary paralysis caused by the calamity was quickly suc- 
ceeded by a reaction ; all the merchants who were burnt out 
had procured temporary premises, aud business had already 
been resumed with some degree of vigour. The destruction 
of so large a quantity of piece goods, &c., had naturally given 
an impetus to the import trade, and a general determivation 
seemed to prevail to make the best of it, and “go ahead” 
again with as little loss of time as possible. One of the results 
of the great fire has been that advantage has been taken of 
the immense space entirely cleared of houses to lay out that 
part of Yokohama in an improved manner, and there will be 
a very great addition to the security and beauty of the place 
from the pla: on which it is proposed to divide the two settle- 
ments. Another result is that in cousequence of the great 
losses caused by the fire, the agents of the insurance offices have 
met and determined on raising the rates of iusurauce to the 
extent of 50 per cent,

On the 7th Dec., at the Supreme Court, before C. Goodwin, 
Esq., the case of Jenkins »v. Lane, Crawford, and Co. was heard. 
From the evidence adduced it appears that Mr. Wilson, of Lane, 
Crawford, and Co., instructed their broker, Mr. Russell, to 
negotiate the purchase of a quantity of guupowder. Mr. Russell 
thereupon purchased 250 kegs of powder of Mr. Jenkins, the 
plaintiff in the action, who charged Messrs. Lane, Crawford, 
and Co., the defendants, at the rate of 20 taels per picul. It 
afterwards came to the knowledge of Mr, Wilson that the plaintiff 
had notsold the powder on his own account, but for Messrs. Allen 
and Co., from whom he had bought the powder atthe rate of 
only 13 taels per picul. Under these circumstances Mr. Wil- 
son refused to settle with the plaintiff, alleging that the plaintiff 
had no right to so heavy a percentage for merely acting as 
agent or broker between Mr. Wilson and Messrs, Allen. The 
offer of 812 taels having been refused by the plaintiff, the 
present action was brought to recover 1,250 taels, the price of 
the powder at 20 taels per picul. After evidence had been 
given of the facts stated above, a verdict was entered for the 
plaintiff for the full amount, with costs and interest at 6 per cent. 
from the 18th of October, the date of the commencement of 
the suit. In our opinion the facts of the case should have 
entitled the defendants to a verdict, and we regret the decision 
of the judge, inasmuch as it serves to cover dishonest acts on 
the part of brokers generally. 

The North China Daily News has the following remarks upon 
this case :—The case adjudicated upon in the Supreme Court, 
affords an interesting example of the difficulty frequently found 
in defining with exactness the true meaning of the term 
‘“‘broker.” Usually he is supposed to be a third party in 8 
transaction negotiating between two principals, and as such his 
rights and liabilities are tolerably well understood ; but when a 
fourth person is introduced who partakes of both characters 
the frequently: reourring question arises—in which is he to 
be regarded? In this amphibious character Mr. Jenkins 
appears in the case at issue. However extraordinary it may 
seem, he comes before the Court in two characters com- 
pletely at variance with each other; and what is still 
more extraordinary, he is allowed to assume and retain the 
one most advantageous to his own interests. It must be galling 
enough to Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co. to have to pay fifty 
per cent. more than they needed to have done ; but our sympa- 
thies are chiefly with the unfortunate Japanese, to whom the 

powder was consigned, who found themselves obliged to buy an 
artiole out of which four men in Shanghai alone bad severally 
made a profit, and one of these profits so exorbitant as to be- 
come the subject of a suit. 

An action was brought by Chapman, King and Co.’s com- 
pradore against J. A. Knox, a partner in the firm of Hawes 
and Co. The plaintiff said :—“ On the of 2nd November Knox 
told me he had got acharter for one of Messrs. Chapman, 
King and Co.’s steamers. He asked me to go out and get a 
charter, and said he would pay me one-half of what he himself 
got on commission. I said I only wanted one-third. The 
charter was concluded. Messrs. Chapman, King and Co. gave 
Knox 8 commission in the form of a compradore’s order. It 
was presented to me and I refused to pay it, unless I might 
deduct the one-third that was due to me. I insisted upon 
getting my one-third. Knox took out a summons against 
Messrs. Chapman, King and Co. in consequence of the order not 
being paid. The amount of the order was then paid to Messrs. 
Hawes and Co. I claim one-third of that amount.”—The de- 
fendant denied that the plaintiff had obtained the charter, and 
said that all the plaintiff had to do was to see that the securities 
offered by the charterer were good. Messrs. Chapman, King 
and Co. refused to pay more than one and a-half percent. The 
Chief Judge addressed the plaintiff at the conclusion of the 
evidence as follows :—“ How comes it that you, being Messrs. 
Chapman, Kirg and Co.’s compradore, and, as such compradore, 
it being your duty to ascertain whether the securities offered 
by the charterer be good or not, that you, I say, now ask pay- 
ment from the brokers? What right have you to expect pay- 
Ment from them for doing business as your master’s servant ?” 
A verdict was then entered for the defendant. 

In the case of Jarvie, Thorburn and Co., bankrupts, Mr. My-

burgh, on behalf of the creditors’ assignees, addressed the Court 
as follows :— 

“I consider it my duty to get an opinion from the Court as 
to the nature of the relations subsisting between Messrs. Jarvie, 
Thorburn and Oo., and Messrs. Buchanan, Hamilton and Co. 
I would ask the Court to consider whether Messrs. Jarvie, 
Thorburn and Co, are responsible to Messrs. Ashton and Oo. 
for more than any sum that may be due by them to Messrs. 
Buchanan, Hamilton and Co. I would also submit to the con- 
sideration of the Court that Measrs. Jarvie, Thorburn and Co. 
were merely agents of Messrs. Buchanan, Hamilton and Oo., 
and that, in fact, if they had failed to carry out any engagements 
entered into by Messrs. Buchanan, Hamilton and Co. with 
Messrs. Ashton and Co., Messrs. Ashton and Co. would have 
had a remedy only against Messrs, Buchanan and Co., who, in 
their turn, might have proceeded against Messrs. Jarvie, Thor- 
burn and Co.” 

The Court ruled that Messrs. Buchanan, Hamilton, and Co. 
were partuers in Messrs. Jarvie, Thorburn, and Co., and so 
allowed the claim—about £13,000—against Mesars. Jarvie, 
Thorburn, and Co.’s estate. 

Messrs. Maitland and Co. now put in a claim through Mr. 
Reid, who, in answer to Mr. Myburgh, said he was not certain 
that Messrs. Maitland and Co. had not proved for this amount 
against Messrs. Fletcher and Co., who have a joint account with 
the bankrupts. 

Mr. Myburgh : “It must be ascertained whether this amount - 
has been proved for against Messrs. Fletcher and Co. If it has, 
Messrs. Maitland and Co. cannot now prove against Messrs. 
Jarvie, Thorburn, and Co. If they were allowed to do so, 
Messrs. Jarvie, Thorburn, and Co. would be liable twice for the 
same debt. Messrs. Maitland and Co., assuming that they have 
not proved already against Messrs. Fletcher and Co., are at 
liberty to elect against whom they will prove for their debt, or 
they may prove for half of it against Messrs. Jarvie, Thorburn, 
and Co., and for the other half against Messrs. Fletcher and Co. 
Certainly they cannot prove for the whole against both the 
firms 9? 


The Court then adjourned the case until the 13th January. 

At the Supreme Court, before Sir Edmund Hornby, the case 
of Glover v. Lewis was heard on Nov. 11. This was an action 
brought by Glover and Co. against Captain Lewis, of the 7’re- 
bolgan, to compel the re-delivery, free of freightage, to them of 
sven hundred and one packages containing vegetable wax and 
tobacco shipped on board his vessel in June, for Liverpool, on 
their giving guarantees of indemnification to him for so doing. 
The plaintiffs stated that they shipped in June last seven 
hundred packages on board the 7’rebolgan, with the understand- 
ing that the vessel was to have immediate despatch. After 
waiting some time, the plaintiffs, finding the date of the vessel’s 
sailing very uncertain, wrote to Captain Lewis requesting the 
re-delivery of the goods. This the captain refused, and hence 
the present action, After hearing evidence of the above facts, 
Sir E. Hornby gave judgmeuvt that the plaintiffs were entitled 
to a return of the goods on condition of their giving a guaran- 
tee of indemnification to Captain Lewis. 

Yun-Chang 
Bank, the plaintiffs claimed a balance of taels 3,536.87. The 
bank in question was closed, and had no assets except sundry 
outstanding debts, which it was endeavouring to collect, but 
which it was prepared to make over to plaintiffs. The latter, 
however, preferred obtaining a judgment against the bank. 
Judgment was accordingly given for the amount claimed, and 
the bank ordered to settle its affairs as quickly as possible. 

The next case on the list was a cross action. Overweg and 
Co. v. Francis, and Francis v. Overweg and (‘o. Mr. Kennie 
appeared for Francis, Mr. Myburgh for Overweg and Co. 
Francis claims in fact tls. 900 in respect of arrears of interest 
due on an expenditure of tls. 6,000 made by Francis in pur 
suance of an agreement of the 9th March, 1866. ‘There are 
tls. 300 with which Overweg and Co. credited Francis, so that 
irrespective of an item of tls. 300 due for arrears of rent on an 
account of rent stated between them, Francis only olaims tls. 
600. Overweg and Co. dispute this sum being due, because 
they say Francis has recovered it from the Chinese contractor 
on a breach of his contract, which breach as against Overweg 
and Co. is a breach committed by Francis, and therefore they 
claim to retain tls, 600 as a measure of damage. And besides 
this they claim damages for general imperfect performance of 
the contract by the Chinese contractor. Francis was the 
person with whom they agreed, that the faults and breaches of 
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the contractor were the faults and breaches of Francis, that they 
wanted an European superintendent, and that Francis would 
not have one, hence the bad workmanship and the damages. 
The Chief Judge remarked that the case should never have 
been brought in Court. Such a case should have been settled 
between the parties themselves. He reserved his judgment. 

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 
An important case arising out of the opium swindles to which 
we alluded some weeks ago has been tried before the Supreme 
Court. Messrs. Preston Breuell's compradore, it will be re- 
membered, handed over forged delivery orders to sundry native 
dealers in return for hard sycee, and disappeared. The dealers, 
regarding him as the responsible agent of the firm in the trans- 
action, sued the latter for the amounts out of which they had 
been swindled, and a verdict bas been given in their favour. 

Two other instances of the extreme point of depreciation 
which property has reached in Shanghai have occurred during 
the week. At the auction announced for the sale of the pre- 
mises of the Shanghai Wharf Company, the property was bought 
in at tls. 28,000, the agent declaring that the bidding did not 
come up to the figure at which the directors would feel justified 
in selling. And some property belonging to Mr. Wiggins’ estate, 
comprising the premises occupied by the Jecorder, Messrs. 
Dadabhoy and Co., &c., was bought in for tls. 12,090. 

The Pao-shan-hsien has had an interview with H. B. M.’s 
Consul, regarding the Indians who were reported to have been 
murdered at a village on the Woosung road a few weeks ago, 
and regarding whom nothing has since been heard. 

The Chinese are busily employed in repairing the ruined 
bund of the Hangchow sea wall, at various places along the 
coast line ; but have not yet attempted to restore the outer and 
stronger wall, on the very dilapidated state of which Major 
Edwards reported about two years ago. The inner one will 
alone be sufficient to protect the country, if kept entire ; but, 
it is to be feared, will require constant repair if left: unshielded. 

The Vineta, of 28 guns and 350 men, has arrived in port 
from Honolulu. 

A fire broke out in the foreign settlement at Ningpo on the 
15th, which destroyed a number of Chinese houses. Scveral 
foreign hongs were in imminent danger, but were saved princi- 
pally through theaid of the men of the Anglo-Chinese Con- 
tingent. 

We learn from Nanking that Tsen-kwo-fan, after resisting as 
long as possible the order to proceed to Peking, has at lenyth 
yielded to pressure, and is about to Jeave for the capital, where, 
we presume, he will take up his substantive appointment of 
President of the Board of War. In that case, Li-hung-chang’s 
acting appointment as Commissioner of Foreign Affairs will be 
made permanent, and he will succeed ‘l'sen-kwo-fan as 
Generalissimo. 

A rifle association, which has succeeded the defunct volun- 
teer corps, has held a first meeting at Hong Kong. Sir Richard 
MacDonnell was present and inaugurated the proceedings by 
making a bull’s-eye. Some correspondence kas passed between 
the Chamber of Commerce and the foreign Consuls at Canton, 
relative to the proposed establishment of a line of telegraph 
between that port and Hong Kong. The French Consul 
appears to have shown great interest in the scheme, and to 
have impressed its advantages very strongly on the Governor, 
who promised to advocate it at Peking. His Excellency has 
also been induced by Mr. Mayers to declare the Hong Kong 
dollar a valid tender in payment of Chinese Government dues ; 
and is said to contemplate lighting the river between Hong 
Kong and Canton. 

Mr. Morel, of the Comptoir d’Escompte, proved against 
Rowley Miller’s estate for a debt of Tls. 91,826.55. The proof 
of a debt claimed against the bankrupt’s estate by the Com- 
mercial Bank was rejected. Mr. Myburgh, who appeared for 
the bank, moved for leave to appeal against the rejection, which 
was granted. The case was adjourned until the 31st Dec. to 
give the bankrupt time to file his accounts in accordance with 
the terms of the Act. 

The transfer of the Bubbling Well Road to the Municipal 
Council has been completed; the latter having undertaken to 
pay all debts due up to the present time. 

A meeting of the promoters of a Seaman’s Church has been 
held, at which it was announced that upwards of tls. 3,000 
had been collected. The hope at first entertained, of raising 
the required funds among the shipping seems to have been 
abandoned, as some tls. 1,500 of this have been collected among 
the community. At a meeting of the society for the relief of 
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destitute foreigners held on Friday, it was unanimously resolved 
by the three or four members who attended, to wind it up. 
The finances wete found to be in not the most satisfactory con- 
dition, a large sum being due to the hospital for sick men who 
had been sent there. 

Frederick Harvey, Esq., Her Majesty’s Consul at Chinkiang, 
has issued a notification addressed to the several lessees of lots 
in the British Concession at Chinkiang, stating that there is 
now two years’ ground rent due to Her Majesty’s Government 
by the terms of their leases, and requesting that the amounts 
be immediately paid. 

The Consul has also issued a notification to residents outaide 
the British Concession reminding them that the arrears of 
ground rent due are to be paid to the Chinese Government 
through the medium of the Consulate, there being no regular 
Chinese Government Bank at Chinkiang. Each renter will re- 
ceive a printed receipt under the seal of the Chinkiang magis- 
trate. 

The Aankow Times, writing on railways in China, says :— 
“‘Like others who have thought upon the subject, we, too, have 
our pet scheme, which we would now propose as being, in our 
Opinion, by far the most likely to prove remunerative, while it 
would at the same time have the advantage of the surveillance 
of forcign merchants at both its termini—that is, a live from 
Shanghai to Ningno, via Hangchow. This line would be about 
180 miles in length, and it would command the entire local trade 
between those two ports, namely, that from Ningpo, including 
the cargocs of nearly all tbe junks up the coast, and a large pro- 
portion of the green teas and silk from the interior ; and that 
to Ningpo from Shanghai, comprising all the native produce, 
such as oil, hemp, wax, &c., sent to the latter port from Han- 
kow. The trade of Hangchow, too, would thus find its way 
direct to Shanghai—an item by no means to be overlooked, as 
a large quantity of tea and silk now comes through that city to 
Ningpo. 

The Recorder has the following on the proposed college at 
Peking :— 

It "5 now some three years since the Hon. Anson Burling- 
ame suggested to his Government the desirability of devoting a 
sum of $200,000 ont of a surplus which had been paid by the 
Chinese in the settlement of the indemnity money, to the 
establishment of a college at Peking, having for its object the 
instruction of Americans in the language and literature of 
China, so as to fit them for acting as consuls and enter- 
pretcrs, and also to educate clever Chinese in English studies 
and in their own literature, with a view to their employment 
either by their own Government or by the United States. 
Upon the desirability of such a scheme being carried out it is 
needless to dwell at any length. ‘The difficulty in obtaining 
interpreters is one which has always been very severely felt in 
the Consular Services in China, aud at the present moment 
seems to be attracting no little attention in Hong Kong. Our 
Southern contemporaries point to a scheme which would 
practically be the counterpart to that suggested by the Hon. 
Anson Burlingame. They propose that a college for the in- 
struction of interpreters should be established at Hong Kong. 
This would doubtless be of great use ; but it appears to us that 
it would be far more desirable that the institution should be at 
Peking ; as in that place the dialect in use among educated 
Chinese is actually spoken ; and the studies of the students must 
therefore be very greatly facilitated by their residence at the 
Capital. There is, we hear, every wish to carry out the scheme 
which the Hon. Anson Burlingame long ago proposed. We 
need not say that we should like to see so desirable an object 
accomplished ; and we think it might possibly be so arranged 
that the advantages of the institution would be common to all 
nationalities. There is the Customs’ Service, who have con- 
stantly a large number of students at Peking; the British 
Government also send out young men in the same capacity ; 
and it is now suggested that a college should be establisbed by 
the Colonial Government at Hong Kong. 

In accordance with instructions received from Peking, the 
Taoutai has bad a notice posted about the French Settlement 
and also in the Native City inviting the Chinese to send any 
articles of manufacture or produce for the International Exhi- 
bition in Paris. 

“ Never say die” is a motto universally adopted by thefforeign 
communities in China. Notwithstanding the gloomy accounts 
lately conveyed to them by each successive mail of the out- 
turn of their shipments ; and in spite of the woful depreciation 
of property in Shanghai evinced by the ruinous sacrifice of

Messrs. Jarvie Thorburn and Co.’s property, the residents of 
the “ model settlement ” are devoting all their energies to the 
erection of a theatre for the use of the amateur dramatic corps. 

Messrs. Jarvie Thorburn’s property at Kiukiang has been 
sold by auction for tls. 4,900, and that at Hankow for tls. 6,300. 

A very extensive fire occurred at ‘Tientsin about the Ist 
Deo. It broke out in the A’s J Chea, a place outside the city, 
where there are a large number of clothes shops, and over five 
hundred Chinese houses were burnt to the ground. A native 
Tientsin merchant informs us that the loss of property in the 
houses, and in the form of shirtings, T-cloths and other 
materials, is estimated at over taels 300,000. 

The following Jetter has been published in Shanghai, in conse- 
quence of a misapprehension in regard to the Russian Service 
and Grants. 

(To the Editor of the Friend of China. ) 
Kiachta, Nov. 4, 1866. 

Dear Sir,—I observe in one of your leading articles of the 2ad of 
October that you take a very discouraging view of my coarier line in 
consequence ofan advertisement by the Russian Vice- Consul, to the effect 
that telegrams will be received for despatch to Europe by the Russian 
authorities at Peking and Tien-tsin. 

As your leading article might possibly prejudice my line in the opinion 
of persons who are not au fait as to the difference between the Russian 
postand “ Grant’s Trans-Mongolian telegrams” line, I may mention that 
the Russian Trans-Mongolian line has been in operation for upwards of 
four years, and that the minimum time occupied in transmission of tele- 
grams from Shanghai to Kiachta is twenty six days; whilet by Grant's 
Trrans-Mongclian line the minimum time is fourteen days. This saving 
im time is considered so advantageous by nearly all of the mercantile com- 
naunity in Shanghai, that the extra three bundred per cent. that I charge 
is considered a bagatelle in comparison with the advantages that accrue. 

By this courier I send a telegram to Hong Kong, which I feel confident 
will take the latest English news. 

If the receiver of a telegram forwarded by my line to Hong Kong has 
obtained later news from Europe by any other line, I will deliver his 
telegram ‘‘ gratis.” 

I trust, dear Sir, you will enlighten the public as to the merits of

FOOCHOW. 

The following record of the arrival of the tea clippers will be 
of service :— 

In the year 1857 the Crest of the Wave arrived on Septem- 
ber 26th, laden with half old tea and half new tea. She was 
followed by the Maury on October 15th, and by the Fairy on 
October 16th, thus giving her cargo a good nineteen days’ start 
on the market. 

In 1858 the Fiery Cross arrived on October 21st, followed 
by the Crysolite on November 25th and the Kate Kearney on 
December 2nd, and had a month and five days in advance. 

In 1859 the Ellen Rodger arrived on October 23rd, beating 
the Fiery Cross by one day and the Sea Serpent by three days, 

In 1860 the Falcon on September 26th was followed by the 
Ellen Rodger on October 4th, and the Ziba on October 10th, 
giving eight days. 

In 1861 the Fiery Cross, on September 23rd, had sixteen 
days’ advantage over the Falcon, on October 9th, and the Ellen 
Rodger on October 10th. 

In 1862 the Fiery Cross arrived on September 27th. The 
Flying Spur on September 29th, and twelve days in advance of 
the Min, on October 9th. 

In 1863 the Bahama steamer arrived"on August 19th, tho 
Fiery Cross on September 8th, and the Ziba (to Liverpool) on 
September 22nd. Five other vessels reached London 5th 
October, and the Fiery Cross got the £1 extra, owing to the 
wording of her bills of lading, although it was not intended 
that the ships should get the premium at all if they were beaten 
by the steamer. | 

In 1864 the Serica, on September 18th, was only one day 
before the Fiery Cross, on September 19th, which was followed 
by the Robin Hood on October 5. | 

In 1865 the Fiery Cross, on September 10th, was again only 
one day in advance of the Serica, on September 11th, and seven 
other vessels arrived on the 7th and 8th of October, while in 
the present year, 1866, the Erl King steamer arrived on August 
22nd, and three ships, the ‘Taiping, Ariel, and Serica, on the 
same day, September 6. 

We think that results of the race for the last three years 
prove the folly of retaining the extra premium unless some 
Saving clause as to number of days in advance be inserted.

The Malacca, P. and O, steamer, newly placed on this line, 
has arrived. She is a splendid ship in all respects, and has 
evidently been fitted up under the direction of some cfficer 


practically acquainted with the requirements of the China coast 
service, :

THE PHILIPPINES. 
MANILA. 

On the 19th ult. the Spanish steamer Malespina arrived from 
Hong Kong with the London mail of 26th October, and public 
telegrams up to about 10th Nov. 

Iuports.—We have to report rather a quiet market for plain 
staples generally, and. increased willingness on the part of 
holders of White Shirtings especially, to meet buyers. In 
coloured goods also there has been less activity, very unseason- 
able weather having somewhat interfered with business. 

Exports.—The limited nature of supplies of all kinds of 
produce has again prevented anything like animation in our 
market, and prices are almost unchanged. : 

Tonnaag.—There are no disengaged neutral vessels in port, 
and though stocks of produce are light, suitable ships would pro- 
bably obtain fully last rates for England, say 40s. and 45s. for 
sugar and hemp. 

' ExcoanGe.—First class 6 months-sight. Bills on London 4s. 
per dollar. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) l 

WE have some hope of liberal changes in the commercia 
field. Slow as the march of Free-trade has always been in 
Spain and her colonies (indeed the march has been frequently 
rather backwards and then forwards), she is now making one 
short and hesitating step in a right direction. At present the 
duties paid on goods imported by foreign ships are exactly 
double those on goods imported under the Spanish flag, the 
rates being respectively 14 per cent. and 7 per cent. But now the 
Madrid Government has come to the magnanimous conclusion 
—and we must be thankful for small mercies that goods 
imported by steamers direct from Europe shall only pay 
50 per cent. more than if imported by Spanish ships, ¢.e., 
10% per cent. It was hoped that goods brought by steamers 
to Singapore, and thence transshipped to Manila, would enjoy 
the benefits of the great concession. But no! The ancient 
cent. per cent. has been in such cases exacted, and the decree is 
said only to contemplate importations by steamers coming 
round the Cape direct from Europe ; so that practically for any 
present good, or even any prospective good that our generation 
can contemplate, they might as well have declared that when 
the Philippines march into the Atlantic they are to enjoy this 
splendid display of Spanish foresight and wisdom. However, 
Cosas de Espana need surprise nobody. We believe, however, 
the new Governer to be well disposed, but as the Dunderheads 
at Madrid have not learnt the old Castilian proverb, that “ the 
fool knows more of what passes in his own house than the wise 
man of that which passes in the house of another” (“Mas sabe 
el loco en lo qui pasa en su casa qui el sabis de lo qui pasa en 
casa agena,”) of course they are better informed of our wauts and 
interests than we ourselves are! The moderations introduced 
some years ago have produced such good fruits that we might 
have hoped experience would have taught something, though it 
is said “the Bourbon race never learn anything they ought to 
learn, and never forget anything which they ought not to re- 
member.” You recollect that a few years ago Manila was the 
only port into which foreigners were allowed, or in which to 
settle, but now there are four foreign houses in Zebu and three 
in Iloilo, and, mirabile dictu! we have steam communicatious 
with both. 


MALACCA STRAITS. 
SINGAPORE. 

From this port our advices are to the 5th January. The 
French mail of the 17th November arrived out on the 22nd 
Dec., and the English mail of the 26th November was dd- 
livered on the 30tb. | 

Very stormy weather has prevailed in the Straits. The north- 
east mousooon (says the Straits Times) has continued to blow 
with unabated fury. The casualties to shipping between Hong 
Koug and Singapore this year have been far in excess of that of 
many years past—no less thav thirty vessels having already 
put into the latter port, having been more or less disabled in 
typhoons. Eveu betweeu Singapore and Penang the mousoon 
has Leen blowing very strong, sv much so that tue Torch, light 
vessel, stationed on the north sauds, parted her cables and 
drifted, or rather was compelled to put, into Malacca. She was 
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towed back to her original position on the 14th December by 
the Straits Government steamer Rainbow, and the Straits 
steamer Pluto was despatched immediately on receipt of the 
intelligence with anchors and chain cables for the Torch. 
The British barque Thomas Brown, lately arrived from Australia, 
had shipped twenty-two horses for Singapore, and had fallen in 
with such bad weather off the Natunas that all except two or 
three were washed overboard, and those remaining were so 
much injured that they had to be killed. The vessel was 
thirty-six hours, under bare poles, and narrowly escaped being 
wrecked. 

The Straits Times says that the Oriental Bank at Singa- 
pore has received from the Hong Kong Mint for distri- 
bution a quantity of half-dollara, 20-cent, 10-cent, and 5- 
cent pieces. These were to be given as change to all 
applicants, and if in sufficient quantity would partly re- 
lieve the inconvenience felt from the want of a small coinage. 

Madame Anna Bishop, the well kuown canéatrice, had arrived 
safely at Singapore, and was giving a series of concerts there 
before proceeding to India. It will be remembered that Ma- 
dame Bishop was shipwrecked in the ill-fated barque Libelle on 
her way from Honolulu to China, and suffered greatly from 
the exposure and privations. 

The Straits Times gives a description of the Meteor, an Ameri- 
can screw steamer, which had reached Singapore on her way to 
China and Japan. The Meteor is said to be 1,220 tons new 
measurement, but according to the old measurement would be 
about 1,600 tons, Her length over all is 270 feet, breadth 343 
feet, and depth of hold 24 feet. Her engines, by Messrs. Horne, 
of Greenock, are of 250-horse power. Her average speed under 
canvas with shaft disconnected is about 15 knots, aud under 
steam and canvas about 2( knots per hour [very short knots 
we should imagine]. She was built for a combination of wealthy 
merchants of New England to huut down the dlabuma and 
other Confederate oraizers, at the time they were making their 
depredations on Federal merchantmen, but on account of the 
war between the North and South having been concluded, was 
left on the hands of the owners, and was subsequently bought 
by Mr. Walsh, her present owner. She was built for a man-of- 
war, of the best American white oak, and pierced for 12 guas.

Srd. —The duty will be one franc for vessels arriving in ballast and sail - 
ing with a cargo. 1t will not be charged to vessels arriving in ballast and 
sailing with same. 

4th.— French and Foreign Men-of war, and Mail boats of the Messa- 
geries Imperiales are exempted from the duty before-mentioned. 

Vessels chartered by the State for the Local Government are exempted 
in the proportion of the tonnage with which they are loaded. 

These last mentioned vessels will pay, in addition, the,half duty when 
they sail again with a cargo.

Literature.

The literary productions of the fortnight have not been 
numerous. The only one which commends itself spe- 
cially to notice as directly concerning our readers is a little 
work, published by Mr. Churchill, entitled Zhe Tropical Resi- 
dent at Home. This is the work of a physician who has himself 
passed a large portion of his life in India, and much of the 
advice tendered is the fruit of his own experience since his 
return to this country. The many valuable suggestions which 
the book contains are conveyed in that uniformly pleasant and 
un-dogmatic tone which compels the most prejudiced reader to 
read on, unconsciously losing his prejudice, from the utter 
absence of axagonism, as he procecds. ‘That he will be the 
wiser for his pains we have little doubt. A new Plan of 
Shanghai, very carofully constructed and complete in all its 
details, has just been published for the Municipal Council of 
Shanghai. Every block of buildings is distinetly shown, tho 
foreign houses being colored red, the foreign warehouses (go- 
downs), neutral tint and buildings occupied by Chinese yellow. 
We understand that a supply of these plans will be forwarded 
to Shanghai by next mail.

PRoGRESS OF THE Russo AMERICAN TELEGRAPH.—The steamer 
George S. Wright, of the Russia American Telegraph Company. Capt. 
Patterson, arrived November 29th in Esquimalt harbour from Russian 
America, having on board Colonel Bulkley, Lieut.-Col. Wicker, and 
Messrs. John F. Lewis, E. K. Laborne, and George A. Nunez. She left 
Plover Bay on the 13th October. The companies were all well when the 
Wright left, and the work was proceeding satisfactorily. The entire route 
is now explored. In Eastern Siberia the houses and stations were built, 
and many thousand poles were up. The party who left there last year 
under Major Abassa were progressing finely. Left a party at Plover Bay, 
under Capt. Kelsey, who built twelve miles of wire during the few days 
the steamer stopped there. Winter was setting in when the steamer left. 
The Russians behaved very kindly, and the Esquimaux and Tcbukichi 
(Siberia) tribes were very well disposed, the party evincing the greatest 
desire to assist. Everything is ready for prosecuting the work vigorously 
next spring, and Colonel Bulkley purposes commencing operations earlier 
next year than he did this. The party are all in good health. 

ConsEcRATION OF COLONIAL BisHops. — On the 2nd inst. three 
colonial Bishops were consecrated in Canterbury Cathedral— the Rev. R. 
Milman to the bishopric of Calcutta, the Rev. W. C. Sawyer to that of 
Grafton and Armadale, and the Kev. C. R. Alford to the see of Victoria 
(Hong Kong). The saat ag vied Canterbury officiated, and was assisted 
by the Bishop of Oxford, the Bishop of Rochester, Bishop Smith, the 
Bishop of Dunedin, &c. Moat of the official dignitaries ot the cathedral 
were also present, and took part in the ceremonial, which was witnessed 
by a very large congregation. 

Tue President of the United States has issued a proclamation forbid- 
ding ship captains to put into any port on the coasts of Japan, except the 
open ports of Yokohama, Nagasaki, and Hakodadi, except when forced 
therein by stress of weather. 

Tue Company des Forges et Chantiers of France has built at La Seyne 
a plated frigate for the Japanese Government. It costs £140,000. Six 
large cannon are included in this sum.

THE GREAT FIRE AT YOKOHAMA. 

Owing to the receipt of our despatches via Brindisi some 
days in advance of the P. and O. mails va Marseilles, we were 
enabled to give the earliest account of this great calamity in our 
issue of the 26th ult. The local papers and correspondents’ 
letters since received bring many additional details, and enable 
us to give @ more circumstantial account of the progress of the 
conflayration, as well as to relate many noteworthy incidents 
attending it. As already related, the fire originated in a small 
cookshop some distance from the foreign settlement, which 
would in all probability have escaped injury had it not been for 
the proximity of the YVoshiwarra, or Gankiro, a quarter 
especially set apart, as is customary in Japanese towns, for 
prostitutes—with tea houses, bath houses, and shops of every 
discription for their special use, This is the “ establishment 
for the education of young ladies” mentioned by the Duke of 
Newcastle in the House of Lords in the Kagosima debate of 
1863, as having been half burnt and rebuilt so rapidly. It has 
always been an intolerable moral and physical nuisance, and be- 
sides a great source of danger to the settlement. Japanese of the 
lowest class, drunken soldiers and sailors from the garrison and 
fleet, and the dwellers in the den itself, have always made 
night hideous with their orgies. It should here be observed, 
however, that the existence of this place must not in itself be 
considered as evidence of unusual social depravity or 
unbridled licentiousness among the natives, but simply 
as the result of a system by which the Government 
endeavours, by confining the “social evil” within certain 
bounds, to keep it more effectually under the control of 
the law. But the position of this suburb with regard to the 
settlement was most ill-judged, and we are glad to observe that 
the Gorugio have promised that when rebuilt it shall be re- 
moved to a safe distance. 

To resume—no sooner had the fire broken out at the spot 
indicated than it spread rapidly along the narrow street leading 
to the Yoshiwarra, which instantly caught and was soon in 
ashes. Surrounded by a deep moat, with water also on both 
sides of a narrow street, the only means of exit, the frightful 
position of the wretched inhabitants of that quarter, at least a 
thousand in number altogether, may be imagined. A large 
number fled to a little temple at the end of the Yoshiwarra, 
which, standing rather apart from the rest of the buildings, 
was saved, a little oasis in a waste of flame; many plunged 
into the moat and escaped by swimming, others got across in 
the few boats that happened to be moored to the banks, And 
here we have the pleasure of recording the valuable aid ren- 
dered by the Rev. M. Buckworth Bailey, Consular Chaplain, 
and Dr. Dunwoodie, R.N., of the Naval Hospital. These two 
gentlemen arrived early at the dreadful scene of destruction, 
and found of course all in confusion, with no guiding head to 
direct many willing hands ; boats punted across and grounding 
halfway, some selfishly seized by one or two that could have 
held a score, and great loss of life imminent. By passing 
ropes across and thus enabling boats to be hauled quickly to 
and fro, many were ferried over while Messrs. Bailey and Dun- 
woodie were rapidly constructing a bridge of boats, by means 
of which ultimately all escaped who had not previously fallen 
victims to fire or water, | 
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Meanwhile the fire had run up the narrow street and spread 
right and leftin the native town. So dry were the roofs, so strong 
the wind, that flakes of burning shingles were lifted and 
carried to great distances, and the flame bursting out wherever 
they alighted, the fire seemed to leap to spots a hundred yards 
distant from the spot of the main conflagration, and the native 
town presented at one time the appearance of a placo set on 
fire by incendiaries in twenty spots at once on a well-concerted 
plan. The Yokoham: Voluntcer Fire Brigade had out two of 
their engines immediately, and were halted in the open space 
between the foreign houses and the new Consulate ground. At 
that moment the flames had spread to a block of low bunga- 
lows immediately behind the Custcm-house. In this mass of 
Japanese shanties—of wood, plaster, and paper—lived the 
subordinates in most of the Foreign Legations and Consulates, 
and there, tvo, were situated the actual offices of the American, 
Prussian, Swiss, and Portuguese Consulates themselves, The 
rapidity with which this block caught and burnt like tinder was 
simply marvellous. A house would be seen intact, a flake of 
fire would fall on the roof, and in less than five minutes the 
building would sink down like a house of cards collapsing 
under the touch of a child’s finger. Here lived Mr. Satow, of 
the English Legation, whose valuable services to students of 
the Japanese language are already well appreciated and will 
shortly be more widely known. Many found time in the course 
of the disastrous day to ask whether his manuscripts had been 
saved, and we have the great pleasure of announcing that such 
was the case,—that his servants succeeded in saving his dic- 
tionary, still in manuscript, and the copy of the colloquial 
dialogues, now just on the point of gving to press. Mr. 
Mitford, also of the English Legation, was not so fortunate. 
This gentleman has been for some time in Peking, and arrived 
here but a few weeks ago. His manuscripts—translations of 
of Chinese documents and notes for an important work on 
Chinese literature—have al! been consumed. Mr. Siebold, also 
of the English Legation, bas lost a quantity of valuable notes 
on Japan, and Mr. Schnell, of the Prussian Legation, another 
student, has sustained similar loss. 

Here, too, lived M. Degron, the French Postmaster. His 
position is a very unfortunate one. His office and house were 
situated in the very heart of the block, and all he had in the 
world is destroyed—furniture, clothing, and books. He was 
on the point of going to France on leave. $1,500, the savings” 
of some years from not very liberal pay, which he had econo- 
mised for his expenses while at home, were in his office safe 
aud are lost. And in that safe, too, were the proceeds, in 
cheques and notes, of the sale of some very considerable 
quantity of postage stamps and fees, The greatest exertions 
were used to save the chest but in vain, and M. Planton, a 
marine, and M. Degron’s clerk, were severely injured in attempt- 
ing to rescue it. We hear that this brave young man behaved 
so well as to have been recommended by the Commandant for a 
decoration. 

The whole of the Japanese Custom-house soon afterwards 
catching fire, a great body of flame was projected against the 
warehouses ; the roof soon caught, aud in a short time the 
building fell, and over $160,000 worth of goods were burning. 
The amount of loss is justly thought small. It is fortunate 
that during the whole of the month large deliveries had taken 
place, and hardly anything sent iu ; and the figure we give re- 
presents the total amount of loss. Mr. Seare, the superinten- 
dent, was on the spot at the first alarm of fire, and succeeded 
in rescuing his books and papers, which, however, were subse- 
quently destroyed in what was thought to be an utterly im- 
pregnable mud-built silk safe of like camstruction to those which 
may be seen dotting the wide expanse of the debris of Japanese 
houses. 

Meanwhile, a flake of burning wood had flown over to the 
new American Consulate, a building standing nearly opposite 
to Messrs. Jardine’s. It alighted on a small mat shed built for 
the workmen, which was instantly blazing, and quickly the whole 
house was on fire, and a great body of flame from it streaming 
straight out into the bay. Here it was hoped that, should the 
wind keep steady, the mischief would end ; but a few miserable 
little Japanese houses made a link of connection between the 
native and foreign towns, and here the fire crept up, seized the 
nearest European house, that of Mr. Crace, agent for Messrs, 
Chapman, King, and Co.—then Messrs. Hooper and Clarke’s— 
some large taverns, and finally the Yokohama Hotel and the 
houses at the corner of the main street. There were destroyed, 
the house and godowns of Messrs, Thorel, Ziegler, and Co., 
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Overweg and Co., and Eisler and Co.—the last named store- 
keepers, and supposed to have been uninsured, their policy 
having expired on the previous Saturday. A variety of stores 
and less important buildings in the neighbourhood were of 
course also consumed, and then the house and godowns of Messrs. 
Jardine’s on the Bund caught fire, and the wind shifting slightly 
to the eastward, aud showing symptoms of veering still 
farther to the same point, the foreign settlement became in im- 
minent danger. For here we pause to note that the whole of 
the native town which had been attacked being down and its 
embers still blazing—a fierce fire raging in the bonded ware- 
houses where the walls had long since fallen in, and along pile 
of bales of goods, 16 feet high, showed like an enormous furuace 
of gigantics blocks of coal—the whole north-west side of the 
settlement proper in flames, and the large masses of the Custom- 
house and new American Consulate assisting to increase the 
fire—a shift of wind for a quarter of the compass from south- 


west to north-west, which about 10.30 seemed imminent, must 
infallibly have caused the destruction of the whole front of the 
place, or, in other words, the houses and godowns of nearly 
Fortunately this change 
of wind did not take place until later, when much of the great 
It must seem 
almost incredible to readers ata distance that this immense 
amount of destruction should have been consummated in little 
more than an hour! But such is the fact ; and those who have 
had an experience of Eastern life will understand why a gentle- 
mam sitting in the Club at breakfast, and being told that his 
house, a Japanese built bungalow, was on fire, should have 
sim ply thanked his informant and called for more coffee ; for he 
knew of course that, if the fact were so, the house and all in it

being of great extent and situated close behind the Club, it was 
thought to be in imminent danger. 


Mr. Smith, the well known Club Secretary, at their head, 
worked in the most gallant manner to save the threatened 
building. Ove end of the building was several times actually 
on fire, but one of Mr. Van der Tak’s servants kept there at his 
post, and extinguished each flake of the fire as it fell on the 
roof. The middies were busy keepiug the whole roof wet, and 
did indeed good service. One of these lads we are sorry to hear 
—Mr, Hammond—rolled off, and suffered severely from the 
fall. Care was at the same time given to the main building. 


Fortunately there happened to be upon the premises a couple of 


small pumps and a plentiful supply of water in large tubs and 
tanks. A bucket full of water here, another there, stopped each 
spark that lighted on the building and—almost ludicrous though 
it may seem when told in sober print—a few coffee cups full of 
water at one time saved the Yokohama Club, for fire had lighted 
on the roof and some timber had caught fire, when Mr. Smith, 
happening by good fortune to be in the upper story, saw the 
danger and stopped the fire by this simple means. 

But while the Club was being saved, the fire had passed it 
and seized No. 6, an old wooden bungalow, the residence of Mr. 
A. O. Gay, agent for Messrs, A. Heard and Co., and then to 
No. 7, when the godowns of Messrs. Ross, Barber and Co. were 
entirely consumed, and their bungalow much damaged. Here 
it was that the sailors from the merchant ship Chaa-ise, under 
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A party of midship- 
men and some of Mr. Van der Tak’s Japanese coolies, with 
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commaud of Captain Shewan, did good service with a little ship’s 
engine, which they had ultimately to abandon. By this time, 
just when darkness was approaching to add to the difficulties 
of those who were working to suppress the flames, the wind 
suddenly shifted again, and commenced to blow right inland, 
threatening to ignite the houses in the rear, which had hitherto 
escaped. It was then deemed necessary to blow up the new 
house of Messrs. Textor and Co. in Water street, and this was 
unfortunately done. We say unfortunately, for the wiad 
again changed immediately and blew seawards; and the 
house might have been spared, but at the moment the pre- 
caution seemed indispeusable, And then the wind dropped, 
and the progress of the fire was happily arrested. 

The services of the 9th Regiment were called into requisition 
to aid in suppressing the fire, and a large number of sailors 
were landed from Her Majesty's ships of war for the same pur- 
pose ; and we regret to observe that, with a few exceptions, the 
conduct ofall these men was most disgraceful. At first, the 
men worked well, and were under complete control of their 
officers; but as soon as a few store rooms had been opened, 
and particularly after a wine and spirit store in the main 
street had been gutted, many men were seen drunk, aud soon, 
except the few good men who could be kept with their officers, 
the soldiers of the 9th and the sailors from the fleet threatened 
to become as dangerous enemies to the foreign settlement as 
the fire itself. There was more than one instance of that 
most heinous crime in a soldier—drunkenness on guard and 
desertion of his post. In one case where a corporal and two 
men were placed on an important guard, the men were both 
drunk and deserted one after the other, and a civilian who went 
to get a relief for the corporal, found him absent also on his 
return. In one case a resident had to drive out men from his 
dining-room with a revolver, and there is another of sailors of 
the Princess Royal entering the office of a merchant, opening 
his desk and stealing therefrom a cash-box containing property 
of very great value. The merchant followed the men to their 
boat and would have searched for his box, but was driven 
back, assailed with the grossest abuse and threatened abso- 
lutely with personal violence, the officer of the boat being 
meanwhile perfectly helpless in the hands of his men. The 
officers, one and all, worked with the utmost goodwill, and many 
showed singular presence of mind and talent for command, and 
they deserve the best thanks of the Yokohama community for 
their help. 

The entire arca destroyed by the fire appears to have been 
about fifty acres, and on the few following days this presented 
an extraordiuary scene of devastation. A correspondent says, 
“ By the third day the Japanese had already begun to rebuild 
their houses. A temple and one godown were the only build- 
ings left standing in the Gankiro. Lying at the side of the 
road I observed five heaps covered with straw matting. Just 
then a Japauese officer, a kind of coroner, came up, and the 
straw covering was removed from the first heap. It was a 
poor girl, apparently about 22 or 23 years old. Her left arm 
was bent over her face, her right arm stretched out to its full 
extent, as though she had thrown herself ou to her face to avoid 
the suffocating smoke. ‘The next two heaps were girls of about 
the same age dreadfully burnt ; the other two wore alittle girl and 
a middle-aged man. The officer took a full description of them. 
Thirty-seven bodies have been found, most of them drawa 
out of the water; onegirl’s remains were foundin awell. It is 
impossible to say how many were burnt up in this place. The 
Japanese say that about one hundred lives were lost altogether, 
by fire and drowning.” Great distress of course resulted to 
the poor people burnt out, but active measures were immediately 
taken by the native authorities for their relief. A large theatre 
in a part of the town unconsumed was made into a sort of 
casual ward, and iu a village across the creek 500 more were 
billeted. All the burnt out Europeans found shelter, of course, 
amoug their friends, A charitable gentleman, Mr, Hoey, himself 
lying sick in the settlement, placed in the hands of the Consular 
Chaplain a thousand “bous” for distribution among the destitute 
Japanese. There has been doubtless great destruction and loss 
of property among Europeans, some of whom can ill bear the 
calamity, but in the case of the natives, there must certainly be 
hundreds who have lost their all, and Mr, Hoey’s generous gift 
is worthy *of the highest praise. The weil-known liberality of 
the foreizn community renders it probable that his example will 
find many imitators. 

As far as we can gather from the roughly estimated accounts 
received, the loss of property in the form of merchandise is leas 
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than might have been supposed. Only about forty bales of silk 
were burnt, which were under inspection in foreign godowns. 
The loss of tea is estimated at between 4,000 and 5,000 piculs 
—about 1,600 having been lost in the foreign settlement and

Thus, reducing the sterling at a rate of 4s. Sd. the total 
liabilities of all the offices in dollars amount in round numbers 
to $2,100,000. Twenty per cent. taken from this will leave 
their probable actual loss. Aud perhaps a little less than this 
would represent the amount uninsured, so the total pecuniary 
loss in the foreign town inay be roughly called four million 
of dollars. ‘The natives say that they have lost another two 
millions, which is perhaps about the correct figure. 

It appears that Sir Harry Parkes was absent on the day of 
the fire, having left for a short trip into the country a few days 
previously, On his return onthe 20th November we are told 
that he immediately visited the scene of the conflagration, and 
several of those who had been sufferers. No sooner had he 
realised the great losses some have endured, than he commenced 
making active inquiries as to means of affording relief to the 
most urgent cases. The day after the catastrophe some of the 
ladies busied themselves to set. measures on foot for the same 
purpose, and besides a public subscription, a concert is spoken 
of, at which they have generously offered to assist. Under 
such circumstances, an entertainment of the kind would be 
certain of success. 


THE STRAITS GOVERNMENT. 

The form of Government which is about to be instituted 
may be said to assimilate closely to that in force in the colony 
of Ceylon. It will consist of a Governor and Legislative 
Council ; the latter body comprising six official members and 
four unofficial members, two of whom will represent Singapore 
and the other two Penang and Malacca respectively. The 
Governor is to visit Penang for three mouths and Malacca for 
one month in every year. The troops statboned in the island 
will bea wing of a European regiment, six companies of the 
Ceylon Rifles, and two batteries of Artillery. Of these, 880 
men are to be considered as stationed in the settlements ex- 
clusively for colonial purposes. The Colonial Military Contri- 
bution will be £59,30C per annum. 

The Executive Council will consist of the Governor, the 
Colonial Secretary, the Attorney-General, the Commanding 
Officer, the Government Agent of Penang, and the Government 
Agent of Malacca. The titles of the two last mentioned officers 
will probably be changed to that of Lieutenant-Governor. The 
official members composing the Legislative Council will, in 
addition to the Governor, be the Chief Justice of Singapore, the 
Colonial Secretary, the Attorney-General, the Treasurer, the 
Auditor-General, and the Chief Engineer. The unofficial mem- 
bers will be two members for Singapore, one for Penang, one 
for Malacca, and the Clerk of Councils.

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ST. HELENA AS A PORT OF CALL 

Weare glad to find that the merchants of St. Helena have be- 
come fully alive to the importanceof removing oneseriousimpedi- 
ment on trade—that arising from the tonnage dues exacted at 
Jamestown. Such duesconstitute an unpleasant item in a captain’s 
list of his vessel’s expenses. Whilst little fault can be found 
with these dues in the abstract, it is certain that their opera- 
tion is to restrict the number of calls; and, as in any given 
instance, the payment is likely to constitute but an insignifi- 
cant sum compared with the total spent ashore, the aggregate 
loss to the community is a serious one. The Governor, it 
appears, has only an eye for the direct proceeds, and refuses 
compliance with a most influential memorial. We trust that 
no time will be lost in forwarding it through his hands to the 
Colonial-office. On the score of actual loss to a small com- 
munity, possessing but a limited market, and living in the 
mid st of ocean, this is a serious matter, and their well-consi- 
dered representation must not be summarily dealt with after 
the style of the “old school.” We find from an ablearticle on 
this subject in the St. Helena Guardian that the merchants 
would willingly submit to pay a certain percentage for business 
done with the ships rather than continue the present impost, 80 
that the revenue should not suffer loss. An increase of ships 
calling would increase the revenue from water rates, and in 
various ways add to the prosperity of this interesting colony.

Bargatay Case.—The American brig Jackmel Packet,” of 120 tons, 
Capt. John A. Dawes, owner and master, reached Aspinwall on the 14th 
instant under very suspicious circumstances, and has been seized by the 
U. S. Consul at that port. It appears the vessel sailed from Bingapore 
on the 19th August, with a cargo of pepper, mace, nutmegs, tapioca, 
cobre fibre, pearl sago, &c., worth, vessel and cargo, about $20,000, 
under a charter from Rautenberg, Schmidt and Co., of that port, and was 
consigned to Haege and Co., of Melbourne, Australia, for which voyage 
her papers were all made out in regular order. This fact alone created 
considerable suspicion, which was increased by the various rumours 
set afloat as to the cause of her comingto Aspinwall, one reason assigned 
by the captain being that he had put in through distress to procure new 
sails, &c. On obtaining her papers, Consul Rice found that the vessel 
was originally built in the States, afterwards transferred to the British 
flag, and then illegally transferred back again to the United States flag, 
by the U. S. Consul at Singapore. The charter party, and other papers 
proving a direct case of barratry, were also found in the vessel, and aving 
procured the fullest evidence of an attempted swindle on the part of the 
captain, Consul Rice seized the vessel and placed a guard of marines from 
the U. S. ship Mackinaw on board of her. Immediately on her arrival 
at Aspinwall, and previous to seeing the Consul, the captain had disposed 
of the cargo for about half its value to Mr. Donalisio, but that gentleman 
declined having anything to do with it on hearing the circumstances. Mr. 
E. W. Cowan, Lloyd’s agent at Aspinwall, rendered Consul Rice very 
efficient service in bringing evidence to light in regard to this curiou s 
affair, and to both these gentlemen great credit is due for the promptness 
with which they ferreted out all the particulars connected therewith, and 
the steps taken immediately to bring the culprit to justice. Of course, 
we presume, Consul Rice will place the vessel at the disposal of his go- 
vernment, sothat the actual owners of the cargo will in the end lose 
nothing beyond the delay. Later advices state that ‘after a minute exa- 
rmination of tbe laws on the subject the authorities concluded to allow the 
consul to remain in possession of the vessel, and she will therefore be at 
once sent to New York, consigned to the collector of customs there for 
adjudication.” 

THe Suppression or Pigacy in Cuina.—Mr. H. N. Lay writes a 
long letter to the Daily News on the recently announced facts that a 
transport, carrying a large number ef supernumerary officers, is under 
despatch to China, that the gunboats at present laid up at Hong Kong are 
to be recommissioned, and that orders have been issued by the Admiralty 
for the building of six or eight gunboats for the China squadron. The 
inference is that our naval force on that station is to be employed in the 
suppression of piracy, and against the unconditional adoption of this 
eourse Mr. Lay protests. Piracy in China, he says, is not what piracy is 
in other countries ; it is simply a symptom of disease, and not the disease 
itself, and is not to be got rid of by repressive measures only, however 
rigorous. Its existence is but proof of bad government, and to put it 
down we must go to the root of the evil, Peking, where the remedial 
means needed must be applied. To interpose for the extermination of 
the pirates is to interfere between the government and the people. As to 
our own interests we pursue a most suicidal course when we render 
aid unconditionally, In delivering the Chinese Government from 
embarrassment and peril, without conditions of any sort, we remove 
the only motive, fear, calculated to incline it to mend its ways; 
by our own act we mar the chance of improved administra- 
tion. Why should the Chinese Government be exempted from at all 
events bearing its share of the cost of any force organised to sup- 
press piracy ? It cannot plead impecuniosity, since it draws a large annual 
revenue from the foreign customs. Besides, we are not the only Power 
with large interests at stake. French, Americans, and Germans carry on 
an extensive trade, and Russian inserests are growing. Why should we,

“hen: incur singly the expense of suppressing piracy? If each Power 
provided a couple of gunboats the force would suffice for the safety of 
foreign shipping, which is all that devolves upon us to provide for. — Why 
should the English tax-payer alone bear the expense of maintaining an 
immense naval force in China, in order that the Government may be 
relieved of its obligations and duties? ; 

Divorce CasgE—CoaHiLt v. CoGHILL anD Lounziro.—Dr. Spinks 
Q.C., and Mr. Macrae Moir for the petitioner ; Dr. Tristram for the re- 
spondent. The co-respondent did not appear. The petitioner is a physi- 
cian. He married the respondent at Edinburgh in 1862, and after a short 
but not very happy cohabitation in this country they sailed for China, 
where the petitioner has since continued in the practice of his profession. 
They first settled at Hankow, but left it for Shanghai, where they con- 
tinued to live together until September, 1864. The respondent was much 
given to flirtation, and this led to so many misunderstandings with her hus- 
band that they ceased for some time to occupy the same bedroom. In 
Sept., 1864, it was arranged that she should returnto England. She em- 
barked at Shanghai, and shortly afterwards wrote to the petitioner’s brother, 
also a physician practising in China, thanking him for his kindness, and 
expressing regret for her own folly, which she endeavoured to excuse on 
the ground of ber husband's want of love. In this letter she confessed 
that she had been criminally intimate with the co-respondent, Pedro Lou- 
reiro, a person in the employ of a mercantile firm at Shanghai, and adaed 
that she and not he had been the tempter. The co-respondent (who is 
now undergoing a sentence of penal servitude for defrauding his employers), 
bad also confessed their guilt to a friend. His Lordship said that, although 
the case rested on admissions, they were yet made under such circumstances 
that the Court could not fail to give credence to them. He then granted 
a decree nisi, with costs. : 

A New Foop rrom Curina.—Mr. J. Hullet, Clarence Lodge, 
Cosham, Hants, writes ca!ling attention to the Chinese sugar grass 
(Sorghum Tartaricum) as a valuable addition to our cereal crops. It is 
not only perfectly hardy, and bears from six to eight times the quantity 
per acre than wheat does, but the bread made from it is more nourishing, 
and goes further than any other. Added to this, the leaves and shoots 
are invaluable as food for cattle. As the true seed is not easily obtained 
Mr. Hullet will be happy to send a few grains to any one sending a 
stamped directed envelope. 

THE JAPANESE TrovPE.—Messrs. Prior and Grant have arrived in 
London with their troupe of Japanese jugglers and acrobats, who will soon 
commence their performances, we believe at the Egyptian Hall. They 
are nine in number, two of them being women—the first that have ever 
visited this country. 





SMonetarp and Commercial. 
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The advices from China are still far from satisfactory. Fresh 
difficulties are reported with each mail and also by telegrams. 
It was hoped that the announcement that Messrs. Dent and 
Co. would be able to meet their dishonoured drafts would have 
restored confidence and cleared the atmosphere, but it is not 
so ; and the ultimate result of this firm’s arrangements is still 
looked on as doubtful by many who should be good judges. 
This naturally weighs upon other firms who are believed to be 
weak ; and, as usual in these cases, rumour also extends to 
houses known to be equal to all their engagements. It will be 
a considerable triumph to Messrs. Dent aud Co. if they succeed, 
and it is most sincerely hoped that they will; but the offers 
made in Hong Kong for their assistance are interpreted in 
different ways. [tis stated that they have announced to de- 
positors their willingness to pay them at once, and indeed the 
statements emanating from themselves are most hopeful as to 
their ability and intentions to maintain their business. It is 
only natural that distinct points of difference should exist 
between them and their London agents, Messrs. Dent, Palmer, 
and Co., as to the dishonour of their drafts. 

The last steamer from Mexico has brought only a small 
amount of silver. The next one is expected to bring over half 
a million in dollars. 

The official liquidator of the Commercial Bank Corporation of 
India and the East has issued dividend notices of the first pay- 
ment of 10s. in the pound for the 19th, 20th, and 2lst of 
February. Creditors of £50 and under are to be paid in full 
on the 13th of February. 

The distribution to be recommended by the directors of the 
London and County Bank (who are the London Bankers of the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank) at the meeting on the 7th 
inst. will be 14 per cent., or £2 16s. per share, making, with 
the distribution of 1] per cent. in August last, a total payment 
of 25 per cent. for the year. 

At the meeting of the National Bank who acted for the 
Hindustan Bank it was stated that the engagements in connec- 
tion with Hindustan, which in May last stood at £2,264,000, 
have been reduced to £850,000, against which the bank holds 
securities of the nominal value of upwards of £1,000,000, and 
which are unquestionable for £500,000. It was therefore 
quite improbable that their ultimate claims to be realised out of 
the estate of the Bank of Hindustan will exced £350,000, and 
he added that ifthe amount involved were double that figure 
it would be perfectly safe of realisation to the last penny. 
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In addition to our notices relative to the changes in firms, we have to 
add that Messrs. Henry Enderby Eaton and William Meriton Eaton have 
been admitted partners in the firm of H. W. Eaton, silk broker. The 
business will be carried on in future under the name of Henry W. Eatoa 
and Sons. Mr. Henry Rodwell will continue to sign by procuration. 

The partnership of Messrs. Maitland, Ewing, and Co. has been dis- 
solved by mutual consent, and a circular has been issued announcing that 
Mr. J. D. Crum Ewing will continue the business in his own name. 

Mr. Woollett, sen., has retired from the firm of Messrs. Rangell, Wool- 
lett, and Co., India, China, and Australian commission merchants. 

Mr. Mitchison has retired from the firm of Sanford and Mitchison, wine 
merchants. 

In reference to the paragraph which appeared in our last as to the 
changes of firms, we are requested to state that the new firm under the 
title of Percival and Co., of 14, Mincing-lane, has no connection with 
the late firm of Mitchell and Aspinall, now under liquidation.

The market has continued firm during the past week, at the rates quoted 
in our last, but the heavy arrivals have checked the upward tendency. 
The total export from China and Japan is 100,000,000 Ibs. to the 8ist 
Dec., against 102,000,000 Ibs. in 1865, and 15,000,000 Ibs. more may be 
expected to the end of the season, making a total of 115,000,000 Ibs., 
against 115,000,0001]bs. in the previous year. The struggle between the 
buyers and importers has been equally maintained, and considering the 
late increase to our stocks, the importers have maintained their position 
better than could be expected. The quantity to be offered at public sale 
this week consists of 10,000 packages. Should the export fall below 115 
millions it will, of course, improve their position, but taking all points in 
their favour as compared with the determination of buyers, we cannot 
hope for an advance beyond 1d. or 2d., and these rates still leave a heavy 
loss on many invoices. The sooner the end of this disastrous season is 
reached the better for all parties, for we can hardly expect the rashness 
which has characterised the purchases in China in 1866 to be repeated in 
1867. The native teamen in China must prepare for very different offers, 
and unless their Tea is brought down to the shipping ports in better con- 
dition they may expect a severe lesson. With the present stocks we can 
very well wait, and the best means of restoring a healthy condition is to 
reduce our enormous stock. If the next season's Tea is held back until 
the end of June it will arrive here quite as soon as wanted, and good Kai- 


ILK. “<—s 
Market continues very quiet Bl prices of good China keep firm, at 
a little under last quotations, but inferior sorts are easier ; there is very 
little demand for them. Japan have declined 2s. to 3s. within the last 
week, and 4s. to 5s. on the highest rates current; but the mixture of 
quality and size has rendered the bulk of the Japans difficult of sale for 
some time past, and some holders have pressed sales. The deliveries of 
Silk are as follows, and in the case of Bengals are very good, but of other 
Silks only moderate :—Delivered, January, 1867—China, 2,810; Japan, 
550 bales. January, 1866—China, 4,304; Japan, 1,016 bales. The 
stock of Silks this day is, comparatively, as follow :—1867. China, 
17,479; Japan, 4,805 bales. 1866. China, 19,087; Japan, 2,768 bales. 
Messrs. Arles, Dufour, and Co., of Lyons, thus refer to the prospects of 
the silk trade:—We are entering the new year under unfavourable aus- 
pices ; manufacturers having been unable to make sufficient supplies before 
the rise, have now to struggle with a consumption which is reluctant to 
pay for the silk goods an advance equal to the rise of the raw material. 
If the exceptional scarcity of thrown silk, the extreme slowness of produc- 
tion, and the favourable effects expected to result from the Great Exhibi- 
tion, lead us to believe that high rates will be maintained up to the new 
crop, we must, on the other hand, look for a very limited and difficult 
trade. The strong increase in the export of silk goods in 1866 has been 
obtained only by heavy sacrifices on the part of manufacturers.
